The  Department  has  kept  pace  with  the  City’s  growth  since  by  the  addition 
of  three  companies,  the  extension  and  improvement  of  the  fire  alarm  system,  the 
addition  of  new  and  up-to-date  equipment,  such  as  the  Chemical  Engine  and  other 
apparatus  ;  I  believe  the  City  to-day  has  as  faithful  and  energetic  a  Department 
with  as  modern  equipment  as  any  City  in  the  State  of  like  population.

From  the  files  of  the  Humboldt  Times,  one  would  infer  that  Eureka  had  no 
systematic  fire  organization  for  several  years. 

Under  date  of  March  19,  1859,  is  found  the  following  news  item:  “False 
Alarm— An  alarm  of  fire  was  sounded  on  Thursday  afternoon,  caused  by  a 
dense  smoke  issuing  from  Dr.  Clark’s  chimney.  It  would  be  well  for  persons  to 
bear  in  mind  when  a  fire  takes  place  that  they  should  repair  to  the  spot  prepared 
to  operate — carrying  with  them  buckets,  ladders,  axes,  etc.” 

The  first  fire  mentioned  in  the  old  files  occurred  Oct.  2,  1854,  when  a  man 
set  his  bed  and  room  on  fire  from  smoking  his  pipe  while  in  bed,  and  was  much 
offended  when  he  was  pulled  out  and  the  fire  extinguished. 

Many  small  fires  are  mentioned,  and  in  nearly  every  case  are  attributed  either 
to  sparks  from  a  mill  or  to  incendiarism. 

The  issue  of  the  Times,  Dec.  1,  1860,  says:  “We  feel  constrained  to  call 
the  attention  of  our  citizens  and  the  Town  Trustees  to  the  subject  of  the  early  or¬ 
ganization  of  a  Fire  Department.  The  necessary  preliminaries  for  the  formation 
of  an  efficient  company  and  the  purchase  of  an  engine  ought  at  once  to  be  taken. 
The  recent  fires  in  town  should  admonish  our  business  men  that  it  would  be  well 
to  take  some  steps  for  the  protection  of  property  against  loss  by  fire. 

Oct.  14,  1862,  the  Ryan  Mill  was  burned  in  the  early  morning.  There  was 
no  wind,  and  that  alone  saved  the  remainder  of  the  town.  The  issue  of  October 
18  gives  an  account  of  this  fire,  and  again  admonishes  the  citizens  that  a  Fire 
Department  should  be  organized. 

Even  this  practical  warning  did  not  arouse  the  authorities  and  citizens  as  one 
would  naturally  expect,  until  1864,  when  the  first  official  mention  of  a  Eureka 
Fire  Department  is  found  in  the  city  records,  under  date  of  February  16,  when 
a  delegation  consisting  of  Messrs.  Ryan,  Ricks,  Schmidt,  Foss,  and  Cox,  visited  a 
meeting  of  the  Town  Trustees  and  made  formal  application  for  a  tax  levy  for 
fire-fighting  purposes. 

Previous  to  this,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Fire  Company,  the  following  officers 
were  chosen :  C.  S.  Ricks,  President ;  J.  A.  Perry,  Foreman ;  A.  Gilbert,  Asst. 
Foreman ;  J.  M.  Short,  Recording  Secretary  and  Treasurer ;  N.  Bullock,  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary ;  D.  R.  Jones,  W.  J.  Webster,  G.  W.  Tompkins,  H.  H.  Buhne,  J.  H. 
Kimball,  and  L.  Nichols,  Directors. 

Feb.  18,  1864,  the  Fire  Department  of  Eureka  was  officially  recognized  by 
the  Town  Trustees,  and  given  financial  aid  by  being  authorized  to  borrow  $1500. 
This  sum  was  loaned  by  36  citizens  in  amounts  ranging  from  $5  to  $100. 

This  enabled  the  Department  to  procure  the  first  piece  of  fire-fighting  ap¬ 
paratus,  a  hand  engine,  bought  in  San  Francisco  by  John  Dolbeer,  acting  for  the 
Town  Trustees,  in  the  summer  of  1864.  A  fire  on  a  schooner  lying  at  the  Vance 
wharf,  in  October,  1864,  gave  this  engine  its  first  service.  This  is  the  old  Torrent 
Engine,  still  a  revered  relic  of  the  Department.

With  a  piece  of  apparatus  as  a  nucleus,  it  was  easy  to  form  some  systematic 
organization,  which  was  done  under  the  name  of  Torrent  Engine  Co.,  No.  1,  and 
this  was  Eureka’s  sole  fire  protection  until  1871. 

June  15,  1871,  the  first  regular  fire  company  was  organized  and  was  known 
as  Eureka  Hose  Co.,  No.  1,  but  on  Aug.  16,  1871,  the  comapny  changed  its  title 
to  Eureka  Engine  Co.,  No.  1,  for  to  this  company  was  assigned  Eureka’s  first 
steam  fire-engine.  This  engine  is  still  in  service  and  capable  of  doing  efficient 
work. 

No.  1  was  also  given  charge  of  Torrent  hand-engine. 

In  1873  a  second  steam  fire-engine  was  purchased,  and  Humboldt  Engine 
Co.,  No.  2,  was  organized  to  handle  it,  June  25,  1873.  Aug.  16,  1904,  Eureka 
purchased  a  Metropolitan  Extra  First-class  Steam  Fire-engine,  having  a  pumping 
capacity  of  1100  gallons  per  miunte,  and  able  to  throw  four  2L>-inch  streams. 
This  enigne  is  one  of  the  largest  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  cost  $6375.  It  was  de¬ 
livered  to  the  city  in  February,  1905,  and  given  to  No.  2.  The  engine  purchased 
in  1873  was  then  assigned  to  No.  3. 

No.  1  is  stationed  on  the  south  side  of  Second  street,  between  H  and  I  streets, 
in  quarters  belonging  to  the  City. 

No.  2  is  stationed  in  the  City  Hall,  on  the  south  side  of  Third  street,  between 
F  and  G  streets. 

Nos.  1  and  2  had  some  early  trials  and  tribulations,  resulting  in  reorganiza¬ 
tions  at  various  times,  but  as  they  belong  to  company  history,  will  not  be  detailed 
in  the  Department  history. 

Whenever  any  system  is  composed  of  several  integral  parts,  it  is  apparent 
that,  to  work  as  a  unit — and  it  must  work  as  a  unit  to  accomplish  effective  results 
there  must  be  a  guiding  head.  Realizing  this,  the  Eureka  Volunteer  Eire  De¬ 
partment  was  formed  in  1873,  with  Companies  1  and  2  as  the  integral  parts. 

A.  C.  Hichborne,  ExEoreman  of  No.  1,  was  chosen  first  Chief.  Nos.  1  and 
2  were  officially  recognized  by  Ordinance  No.  11,  approved  April  5,  1875. 

Jan.  18,  1878,  Torrent  Engine  Co.,  No.  3,  was  organized  and  stationed  on  B 
street,  near  Clark  street.  The  old  Torrent  hand-engine  was  assigned  to  No.  3. 
Later  the  name  of  the  company  was  changed  to  Torrent  Hose  Co.,  No.  3,  and  the 
old  hand-engine  became  a  relic  of  by-gone  days.  When  the  Metropolitan  engine 
was  assigned  to  No.  2,  the  '73  engine  was  assigned  to  No.  3  and  housed  in  the  old 
City  Hall,  which  had  been  moved  to  Sixth  street,  between  C  and  D  streets. 

For  this  reason  No.  3’s  name  was  again  changed,  Ordinance  No.  384,  approv¬ 
ed  March  12,  1905,  making  the  present  name  Torrent  Steam  Fire-engine  Co,.  No. 
3. 

August  13,  1887,  Active  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  No.  1,  was  organized. 
Two  trucks  are  in  service.  A  large  Hayes  Extension  Truck  is  stationed  in  the 
City  Hall  Fire  Quarters  for  use  in  the  business  district.  A  smaller  truck  is  station¬ 
ed  in  the  old  City  Hall  now  on  Sixth  street  for  use  in  the  residential  district.  The 
company  holds  its  meetings  in  the  old  City  Hall. 

April  4,  1894,  Columbia  Hose  Co.,  No.  4,  stationed  in  quarters  on  Third  and 
O  streets,  was  organized.

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April  16,  1904,  California  Hose  Co.,  No.  5,  was  organized.  Ordinance  No. 
351,  approved  June  8,  j  1904,  officially  mustered  No.  5  into  the  Department.  This 
company  is  stationed  dp  the  north-west  corner  of  California  and  Pratt  streets. 

June  30,  1904,  Sequoia  Hose  Co.,  No.  6,  was  organized,  and  was  mustered  into 
service  by  Ordinance  No.  357,  approved  July  12,  1904.  No.  6  is  located  at  J  street 
and  Wabash  Avenue.. 

March  13,  1908,  Myrtle  Hose  Co.,  No.  7,  was  organized  and  Ordinance  No. 
496,  approved  July  7,  1908,  gave  it  official  standing. 

The  three  Engine  Companies  and  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  are  entitled 
to  a  maximum  membership  of  40  each,  and  each  Hose  Company’s  maximum  is  25  ; 
thus  making  the  maximum  membership  of  the  Department,  when  the  50th  anni¬ 
versary  was  commemorated,  260. 

The  City  has  provided  each  company  with  comfortable  quarters  and  the  nec¬ 
essary  apparatus. 

Probably  the  most  important  service  rendered  by  the  City  authorities  in  the 
way  of  fire  protection,  is  in  the  purchase  of  the  combined  Auto-Chemical  Engine 
and  Hose  Wagon.  The  City  Council  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Webb  Co. 
June  8,  1912.  Later  the  engine  was  brought  here  and,  after  several  weeks’  trial, 
accepted  by  the  City  and  put  in  commission  Oct.  15,  1912,  with  the  following  crew : 
Gray  Sequeiros  (driver),  Geo.  Davis  (assistant  driver),  Bert  Vansant  and  Mel. 
Baldwin.  Sequeiros  served  a  few  months  and  then  resigned,  when  Davis  became 
driver.  David  Goodman  was  then  added  to  the  crew. 

Under  the  efficient  management  of  this  crew  the  danger  from  fire  in  any  part 
of  the  City  is  reduced  to  an  absolute  minimum,  and  the  Chemical  in  less  than  two 
years  has  paid  for  itself  many  times. 

The  other  members  of  the  Department  who  are  paid  by  the  City  are  the  Chief ; 
an  engineer,  an  assistant  engineer,  and  a  stoker  for  each  engine ;  the  Secretary  of 
the  Department,  the  secretary  of  each  company,  and  the  janitor  of  each  hose  com¬ 
pany.  The  stoker  of  No.  1  keeps  the  alarm  system  in  repair.  The  Chemical  crew 
and  stoker  of  No.  1  are  the  only  ones  whose  salaries  warrant  the  City  demanding 
all  their  time.  A  team  is  kept  in  each  engine  house  at  night. 

The  Department  has  no  regular  income.  Grateful  property  owners  have  do¬ 
nated  various  sums  from  time  to  time,  and  this  has  been  so  carefully  conserved  that 
the  fund  July  1,  1914,  amounts  to  $2,240.00.  This  fund  is  not  used  for  social  pur¬ 
poses,  but  is  held  in  reserve  for  certain  legitimate  expenses  and  to  aid  any  fireman 
who  might  be  injured  in  the  line  of  duty. 

In  1907 ,  September  8-14,  the  California  Volunteer  Firemen’s  Association  of 
San  Francisco,  accompanied  by  their  ladies  and  friends,  made  Eureka  their 
headquarters  for  their  annual  outing.  This  afforded  the  Eureka  Department  an 
opportunity  to  display  its  hospitality,  and  from  the  satisfaction  and  pleasure  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  visitors,  on  their  departure,  Eureka’s  reputation  for  hospitality  was 
in  nowise  dimmed. 

To  encourage  ah  athletic  spirit  among  the  firemen,  the  Commercial  Union  As¬ 
surance  Co.,  of  San  Francisco,  presented  to  the  Eureka  Fire  Department  a  hand¬ 
some  gold  perpetual  Championship  Badge,  to  be  held  by  the  Company  winning  the 
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hose  race  on  July  4th.  All  the  winners  have  not  had  their  records  engraved  there¬ 
on,  but  the  following  have  : 

Humboldt  Steam  Fire-Engine  Co.,  No.  2,  1887  and  1888. 

Torrent,  1890. 

Humboldt,  No.  2,  1893. 

Columbia,  No.  4,  1897. 

California,  No.  5,  1908,  34  4-5  seconds.

California,  No.  5,  1912,  35  seconds. 

No.  5  lost  to  No.  3,  1909,  and  to  No.  4  in  1914. 

The  records  of  the  Department  are  far  from  complete.  The  present  secretary 
has  minutes  from  Jan.  10,  1901,  only,  and  the  first  entry  in  the  Cash  Book  is  dated 
Dec.  7,  1895.  A.  B.  Adams  was  secretary  from  this  date  to  July,  1897,  when  Am¬ 
brose  Murray  became  secretary  and  served  until  July,  1900.  Adams  was  again 
secretary  for  two  years.  July  17,  1902,  Thos.  H.  Perry  was  elected  and  served 
until  July  9,  1908.  J.  H.  Quill  was  elected  to  follow  Perry,  but  resigned  July  21, 
and  Frank  W.  Mogensen  was  chosen  in  his  stead.  July  13,  1911,  Oden  E.  Smith 
was  elected  to  succeed  Mogensen.  Smith  was  followed  by  J.  N.  Davies,  who  was 
elected  July  10,  1913.

Our  present  Chief,  Geo.  Cochrane,  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Eureka  Fire  Department  fourteen 
years,  having  joined  Company  No.  2  Feb.  2,  1900. 

At  the  election  of  Company  No.  2,  June  3, 
1903,  he  became  First  Assistant  Foreman  with  W. 
S.  Weider  elected  Foreman.  Upon  the  resignation 
of  Weider,  Cochrane  filled  in  the  unexpired  term  of 
six  months  and  was  elected  Foreman  at  the  election 
the  following  year. 

He  served  three  terms  as  foreman  of  his 
Company. 

At  the  election  of  the  Eureka  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  in  1 907  Cochrane  became  Chief  and  is  now 
serving  his  seventh  term  at  the  head  of  the  most 
efficient  volunteer  fire  fighting  organization  on  the 
Pacific  Coast. 

He  enjoys  the  distinction  of  holding  the 
Chieftancy  of  this  organization  more  terms  than  any 
other  Chief  in  its  history  of  50  years  of  existence.

It  is  calculated  to  make  hypocrites  and  to  lead  to  the  manufacture  of 
illicit  whiskey,  replacing  the  good  material  with  bad,  while  at  the  same 
time  robbing  the  government  of  a  legitimate  tax.  Prohibition  will  never 
be  enforced  in  any  Christian  country.” 

The  views  of  His  Eminence,  Cardinal  Gibbons,  are  of  especial  interest  to  the 
people  of  California  in  view  of  the  proposed  prohibition  amendment  to  be  sub¬ 
mitted  at  the  election  in  November  next.

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Eureka  Steam  Fire  Engine  Co.,  No.  1,  has  about  its  full  quota  of  members. 
No.  1  was  organized  on  June  15th,  1871,  as  Eureka  Hose  Co.,  No.  1,  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  officers :  A.  C.  Hichborn,  Foreman;  W.  J.  McNamara,  First  Asst.;  j.  G. 
Crowden,  Second  Asst. ;  A.  Mueller,  Financial  Secretary ;  R.  W.  Rideout,  Record¬ 
ing  Secretary,  and  John  Carr,  Treasurer. 

It  was  during  the  incumbency  of  these  officers  that  the  first  steam  fire  engine 
ever  brought  to  the  City  of  Eureka  was  turned  over  to  and  placed  in  the  formal 
charge  of  the  Company. 

During  the  month  of  October,  1873,  acting  upon  the  suggestion  of  A.  C. 
Hichborn,  the  name  of  the  Company  was  changed  to  Eureka  Steam  Fire  Engine 
Co.,  No.  1.  The  first  officers  of  the  Company  were  :  W.  J.  McNamara,  Foreman  ; 
Thcs.  R.  Graham,  First  Asst.;  J.  G.  Crowden,  Second  Asst.;  Thos.  Ricks,  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  ;  Frank  Gardner,  Recording  Secretary,  and  C.  W.  Lord,  Treasurer. 

About  September,  1874,  trouble  became  manifest  within  the  company  of  so 
marked  a  nature  that  disruption  was  threatened  for  a  time.  A  peaceful  solution 
was  brought  about,  however,  on  February  3rd,  1875,  at  which  time  the  Company 
was  practically  reorganized  and  the  by-laws  changed  considerably.  From  that  time 
until  the  present  day,  the  history  of  the  company  has  been  one  of  harmony  and 
marked  progression.

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Humboldt  Fire  Engine  Co.,  No.  2,  was  organized  June  24,  1873,  at  a  public 
meeting  held  in  the  town  hall.  A.  C.  Hichborn  presided  and  the  late  ex-Mayor 
David  Evans  acted  as  Secretary.  The  Company  was  a  success  from  the  time  of  its 
inception.  The  first  officers  elected  were :  E.  C.  Leary,  Foreman ;  R.  P.  Duff, 
First  Asst. ;  W.  P.  Hanna,  Second  Asst. ;  Wm.  A.  Tomlinson,  Recording  Secretary  ; 
John  Ellert,  Financial  Secretary,  and  F.  A.  Week,  Treasurer. 

To  this  company  was  turned  over  the  second  steam  fire  engine  brought  to 
Eureka.  The  members  evinced  an  almost  instantaneous  deep  interest  in  their  work 
and  the  general  welfare  of  the  company.  The  result  of  this  earnest  application 
soon  became  manifest  and  an  unusual  rate  of  proficiency  was  reached. 

Aug-  16,  1904,  the  City  ordered  an  engine,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  Pacific 
Coast,  and  assigned  it  to  No.  2.  No.  2  then  transferred  their  first  engine  to  No. 
3.

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During  the  year  1877  the  residents  of  the  south-eastern  portion  of  the  City 
became  convinced  that  the  fire  protection  service  was  inadequate,  especially  as  far 
as  their  section  was  concerned.  An  agitation  for  additional  protection  was  insti¬ 
tuted  and  grew  in  volume  rapidly.  Finally  a  public  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  the 
section  was  held  at  the  office  of  Dr.  Clark  on  Jan.  11,  1878.  It  was  attended  by 
a  majority  of  the  then  property  owners  in  that  part  of  Eureka.  Mr.  Joseph 
Hitchings  and  R.  P.  Duff  were  selected  to  preside  as  chairman  and  secretary,  re¬ 
spectively.  Later  they,  with  Dr.  Clark,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  draft  a 
constitution  and  circulate  and  obtain  signatures  to  an  agreement  to  organize  a 
volunteer  fire  company  to  be  known  as  Torrent  Fire  Engine  Co.,  No.  3.  On  Jan. 
18th  following,  forty-five  signatures  had  been  obtained  and  the  formal  organiza¬ 
tion  was  perfected  with  the  following  officers:  R.  P.  Duff,  Foreman;  Jas 
Hitchings,  First  Asst. ;  David  McAdams,  Second  Asst. :  T.  H.  Chope,  Secretary, 
and  W.  A.  McNamara,  Treasurer. 

The  City  Council  erected  a  home  for  the  new  Company  and  during  the  fol¬ 
lowing  April  possession  was  taken  of  the  same.  The  old  and  honored  Torrent 
Engine,  No.  1,  which  had  been  rehabilitated  after  its  season  of  disuse,  was  turned 
over  to  the  company  by  the  Mayor. 

The  Company  later  changed  their  name  to  Torrent  Hose  Co.,  No.  3. 

When  No.  2  received  their  new  engine  in  1904,  they  turned  their  old  one  over 
to  No.  3,  and  on  March  12,  1905,  they  again  changed  the  name  to  Torrent  Steam 
Fire  Engine  Co.,  No.  3.  Their  hose  cart  is  stationed  at  their  headquarters  on  B 
street,  near  Clark,  and  their  engine  is  housed  in  the  old  City  Hall  on  Sixth  street, 
between  C  and  D  streets.

The  rapid  growth  of  the  City  of  Eureka  in  the  vicinity  of  California  street, 
and  a  few  fires  to  demonstrate  the  absolute  lack  of  fire  protection  in  that  locality, 
caused  the  organization  of  California  Hose  Co.,  No.  5,  in  1904. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Robert  Rudlen  of  No.  3,  a  preliminary  meeting  was 
held  in  the  basement  of  the  Washington  School,  April  13,  1904,  at  which  C.  H. 
Falor  presided. 

Twenty-five  residents  of  the  Fifth  Ward  of  legal  age  signed  the  Charter  Roll, 
the  necessary  committees  were  appointed,  and  adjournment  was  taken  to  April 
16,  when  permanent  organization  was  effected,  by  adopting  a  set  of  By-Laws, 
electing  officers  and  taking  the  requisite  steps  for  application  to  the  Council. 

The  first  officers  were :  C.  H.  Falor,  Foreman ;  M.  Smith,  First  Asst. ;  E. 
C.  Young,  Second  Asst. ;  J.  N.  Davies,  Secretary ;  Sam  Silkwood,  Treasurer. 
Owing  to  removal,  Young  resigned  at  the  next  meeting,  and  Einar  Carlson  was 
elected  in  his  stead,  making  him  virtually  the  first  Second  Assistant. 

By  Ordinance  No.  351,  approved  June  8,  1904,  the  City  Council  officially 
established  California  Hose  Co.,  No.  5,  as  a  part  of  the  E.  V.  F.  D. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Education,  No.  5  continued  meeting 
in  the  Washington  School,  and  No.  3  kindly  permitted  No.  5  to  use  their  extra 
cart  until  the  City  provided  these  things  for  the  Company. 

The  first  meeting  in  the  comfortable  quarters  provided  by  the  city  was  held 
Jan.  4,  1905,  but  fully  equipped  apparatus  was  some  two  weeks  later  in  arriving. 

Since  installation  in  permanent  quarters,  No.  5  has  enjoyed  uninterrupted 
harmony  and  prosperity.  The  roster  has  always  been  full,  with  applications  on 
hand,  whenever  a  vacancy  occurred. 

At  the  end  of  ten  years,  seven  charter  members  are  still  on  the  active  roll : 
Einar  Carlson,  J.  N.  Davies,  Chas.  Gustafson,  C.  F.  Heinbach,  John  P.  Ryan,  L. 
G.  Smith,  and  E.  T.  Sullivan. 

In  1908,  No.  5,  won  the  Perpetual  Contest  Badge,  with  a  record  of  34  4-5 
seconds,  A.  E.  Cartwright,  captain  of  the  team.  In  1909,  No.  3  won  it  away, 
but  in  1910  No.  5  again  won,  37  seconds.  No  races  in  1911.  No.  5  held  her 
own  in  1912,  winning  in  35  seconds,  E.  T.  Sullivan,  captain.  No  races  in  1913. 
In  1914  No.  5  passed  the  Badge  to  No.  4. 

Attendance  at  meetings  for  ten  years  has  been  74  per  cent  and  at  fires  SSl/2 
per  cent.

Jacobsen,  Adolph  Johnson,  Walter  A.  Lane,  Dexter  McLellan,  Robt.  A.  Milieu, 
Joseph  Nilsen,  Thomas  Nilsen,  Harry  Olsen,  Plez  Orrell,  J.  R.  Rasmussen, 
Adolph  B.  Schorr,  L.  G.  Smith,  E.  T.  Sullivan.

Sequoia  Hose  Company,  No.  6,  was  organized  on  June  30,  1904,  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  officers  were  chosen :  Walter  S.  Selvage,  Foreman  ;Shirley  C.  Forsey, 
First  Asst. ;  Frank  W.  Dinsmore,  Second  Asst. ;  W.  B.  Strong,  Secretary ;  B.  M. 
Adams,  Treasurer. 

The  initial  membership  was  largely  composed  of  business  men,  who  saw  the 
need  of  having  some  more  available  fire  protection  than  was  at  that  time  furnish¬ 
ed,  and  who  created  the  organization  for  that  purpose.  The  first  few  meetings 
of  the  company,  as  well  as  the  meeting  at  which  organization  was  proposed,  were 
held  at  the  homes  of  residents  at  that  section  of  the  City,  and  the  original  mem¬ 
bership  roll  held  fifteen  names. 

Application  for  a  place  in  the  Volunteer  Fire  Department  was  made  to  the 
City  Council  and  the  company  officially  created  by  ordinance,  and  steps  were 
taken  to  secure  house  and  apparatus  for  the  use  of  the  Company.  Accordingly  a 
building  was  built  especially  for  that  purpose,  and  on  January  8,  1908,  the  first 
meeting  was  held  by  the  Company  in  its  present  comfortable  quarters. 

There  being  no  source  of  income  for  the  new  Company,  and  a  need  existing 
for  considerable  furnishing  other  than  that  supplied  by  the  City  Council,  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  that  section  created  a  subscription  list  and  thus  supplied  the  funds  for  the 
furnishing  work.  The  Company  has  since  gotten  along  splendidly,  and  there  has 
never  been  a  deficit  in  the  treasury.  It  is  at  the  present  time  in  a  prosperous  con¬ 
dition,  though  lacking  something  of  a  full  membership  list.

Aug.  11,  1887,  Ordinance  No.  112  was  approved  and  became  the  law  gov¬ 
erning  the  Fire  Department.  Section  18  of  that  Ordinance  makes  it  mandatory 
for  each  Foreman  to  appoint  four  members  of  his  Company  to  act  as  Fire  Police. 

The  first  records  are  dated  May  9,  1900,  when  the  five  companies  then  in 
service  were  fully  represented. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  that  the  officers  should  be  a  Captain,  a  First 
Lieutenant,  a  Second  Lieutenant,  and  a  Secretary,  and  the  following  were  elected: 
L.  Ballschmidt,  No.  1,  Captain;  C.  V.  Otto,  No.  3,  First  Lieutenant,  Wm.  M. 
Noble,  H.  &  L-,  Second  Lieutenant,  and  Wm.  P.  Hanna,  No.  2,  Secretary. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  draw  up  rules  and  regulations,  but  the  com¬ 
mittee  never  reported. 

In  April  and  May,  1903,  another  attempt  was  made  to  systematize  the  Fire 
Police,  and  another  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  some  sort  of  rules,  but 
nothing  was  done  by  this  committee.  May  14,  1903,  an  election  was  held  and  the 
same  officers  re-elected,  with  the  exception  of  Second  Lieutenant,  L.  McFarland 
of  No.  4  being  elected  to  that  position. 

In  1905  a  third  effort  was  made  to  get  the  Fire  Police  under  some  efficient 
system.  The  following  officers  were  elected:  H.  B.  Hitchings,  No.  6,  Captain; 
C.  V.  Otto,  No.  3,  First  Lieutenant ;  L.  A.  McFarland,  No.  4,  Second  Lieutenant ; 
W.  P.  Hanna,  Secretary. 

Sept.  6,  1908,  the  Fire  Police  were  again  called  together,  each  of  the  eight 
companies  being  represented.  An  election  was  held,  resulting  as  follows :  F.  E. 
Cloney,  No.  2,  Captain;  R.  J.  Kellen,  No.  3,  First  Lieutenant;  A.  W.  Way,  No.  2, 
Second  Lieutenant;  J.  N.  Davies,  No.  5,  Secretary. 

The  following  were  appointed  a  committee  to  formulate  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  for  the  government  of  the  Fire  Police :  Chief  Cochrane,  No.  2,  J.  N.  Davies, 
No.  5,  R.  J.  Kellen,  No.  3,  A.  W.  Way,  No.  2,  E.  T.  Sullivan,  No.  5,  and  C.  W. 
Taylor,  H.  &  L. 

The  committee  met  at  the  home  of  Judge  Way  Sept.  12,  and  drew  up  a  set  of 
rules,  which  were  reported  to  the  Fire  Police  at  an  adjourned  meeting  Sept.  13. 
Being  approved  by  the  Fire  Police,  they  were  submitted  to  the  Department  meeting 
Oct.  8,  1908.  At  that  time  the  Department  adopted  the  rules  and  regulations  as 
submitted. 

Since  1908,  annual  meetings  have  been  held  every  Sept.  7,  and  the  officers 
have  been  as  follows:
